REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it 
must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. 
But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was 
made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Applicant argues that Klier fails to teach 60% solvent. In col. 1. lines 43- 
45, Klier teaches water in an amount greater than 40%. therefore, for example if the water concentration was 40.2. the solvent mixture 
would be 59.8 which reads on a 60% solvent mixture. Applicant argues that the solvent blend contains no volatile organic compounds, 
vet is unwilling to recite the limitations in the claim. Applicant has not limited the composition to exclude volatile organic compounds 
and ther efore the rejection is maintained. Applicant's arguments directed to the glycol ether has been previously addressed in the last 
office action. With respect to criticalitv. applicant's arguments are unpersuasive since the specification shows poorer results using a 
blend in comparison to limonene.
